000,000 each. But the only encourage- 
ment. .ie English government giver is 
a beggarly $25,000, which is expended 
in the provision of only twenty-eight 
premium stallions, a number utterly 
inadequate to the attainment of the 
end desired.

Thomas 8B. Turley.

AEROPLANES CRASH, 


Aviator, After Disastrous Trip, Has s 
Close Shave With Another 
Biplane. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
OAKLAND, July 1.—Stepping unin- 
jured from his completely wrecked Far- 
man biplane, which had fallen to the 
ground at Emeryville race track today 
from a height of 100 feet, Clifford 
O’Brien, an amateur aeroplanist of San 
Francisco, was compelled to flee for 
his life to avoid the C ss biplane 
of his fellow aviator, muel Smith, 
who crashed down on the machine 
which he had just deserted, O’Brien 
escaped unscathed, but Smith was not 
so lucky, sustaining a broken rib in 

the fall. 

O’Brien, who was making his first 
flight of the day, had circled the track 
several times at a height of 100 feet 
when he attempted to pass the grand 
stand. A sharp gust of wind from 
around the corner of the structure 
caught the biplane and turned it on 
its side. The machine then fell te the 
ground with such force that both planes 
were smashed beyond! repair. Just as 
O’Brien stepped safely from the twist- 
ed frame of his machine, he heard the 
motor of Smith's aeroplane overhead. 
It had been caught by the same 
treacherous gust and fell heavily, ex- 
actly ontop of O'Brien's biplane, not 
two seconds after its aviator had left 
his seat.

had left him exhausted, weakened, 
staggering, his brain at sea.

Sensation followed sensation fn the 
investigation of Capt. Dixon yester- 
day. Without comment or discussion, 
the Police Commission, at a brief ses- 
sion in the morning, suspended the 
police official A few hours later ap- 
plication was made to Deputy Dist.- 
Atty Alexander for complaints charg- 
ing G@ve eof Dixon's witnesses with 
having committed perjury. 

There were persistent rumors late 
yesterday afternoon that the captain 
had placed his resignation in the 
hands of his attorney, W. Ona Mor- 
ton, who intended to submit it to the 
commission early next week. Morton 
declared that the rumors were with- 
out foundation, and that Dixon 
would fight to the last ditch. 
It will avail the captain little to dght 

the allegations charging perjury 
prove correct. The whole basis of his 
defense to the various accusations 
which have been made against him 
rests upon the witnesses who are ac- 
cused of false testimony. 

The. request for the felony complaints 
is an indication of the extreme to 
which the investigation of the cap- 
tain's conduct may reach before it 
is concluded.

ordinance to the City Council which 
is intended to enable the police to 
break up the “coaxers” who have kept 
just outside the laws, 
The ordinance fits those who march 
back and forth before doorways of 
business houses crying “Unfair,” and 
sometimes shouting it from a distance 
to attract attention, The ordinance is 
expected to protect merchant and man- 
ufacturers from annoyance. 
It is to be specially employed in 
breaking up picketing by the unionite 
loafers from other cities. The Coun- 
cll referred it to the Legislative Com- 
mittee, which may report on it next 
Tuesday. Its provisions are: 
“Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any persons, in or upon any. public 
street, alley or other public place 
in the city of Los Angeles, to make 
any loud or unusual noise, or to speak 
in a loud or unusual tone, or to cry 
out or proclaim, for the purpose of 
inducing or influencing, or attempting 
to induce or influence, any person to 
enter or to refrain from entering any 
works or factory or any place of 
business, or employment, or for the 
purpose of inducing or influencing, or 
attempting to induce or influence, any 
person to purchase or use or to re- 
frain from purchasing or using any 
goods, wares, merchandise or other ar- 
ticle or articles, or for the purpose 
of inducing or influencing, or attempt- 
ing to induce or influence, any person 
to do or perform or to refrain from 
Going or performing any service or 
labor in any worka, factory, place of 
business or em nt, or for the 
purpose of intimidating, threatening or 
coerci any person who is perform- 
ing, seeking or obtaining service or lja- 
bor in any works, factory, place of 
business or employment. 
“Bec. 2. That any person violat- 
ing any of the provisions of this or- 
dinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, upon conviction 
thereof shall be punishable by a fine 
of not more than one hundred ($100) 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the city 
jail for a period of not more than 
fifty (50) days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment.”
